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LAST RITES TO DEAD PRIEST 


FATHER HALFTEHMEYER PRO- 


VIDES FOR BENEFACTIONS 


Young Wife of Town Passes Away, 


Other Deaths of the 


Week. 


OB consecrated ground back of the 


Mission Cross erected in the old burial 
ground of the Sacred Heart Church, 
better known as Conowago Chapel, the 
mortal remains of the Rev. Eugene 
Halftermeyer, late rector of the church, 
were interred at 11.30 a. m. Tuesday 
morning. The place of interment had 
been designated by the priest before 
his death, and this wish was carried 
out. 


A more solemn and impressive cere- 


mony was never witnessed within the 
walls of the historic chapel than that 
which preceded the burial of the belov 
ed Father Halftermeyer. The edifice 
was filled to overflowing, and together 
with those who could not gain admis- 
sion, at least one thousand persons at- 
tended the ceremonies. 


Prelates, priests of the diocese, and 


visiting priests, 46 in number, were 
seated within the chancel rail and took 
part in the recital of the Divine Office, 
at 9.30 a. m. 
Following the service a High Mass of 


Requiem was observed, with Rev. Dr. 
M. M. Hassett, of the Harrisburg^ Ca- 
thedral, as celebrant; Rev. J. G. Mc- 
Govern of Mt. St. Mary's, Emmitsburg, 
deacon; Rev. D. J.-Carey, of Lewis- 
town, sub-deacon; and Rev. J. J. Hol- 
lern and John L. Shields, Masters of 
Ceremonies. 


The body of the dead priest, clad in 


vestments and mitre, with a chalice in 
hand, reposed in the casket before the 
chancel. 


The sermon was preached by Rev. 


James A. Huber, rector of St. Joseph's 
Church, Hanover. When the speaker 
touched upon the strong tie which 
bound the dead priest to the people of 
the parish, there was not a dry eye 
among the concourse in the edifice. 
Even though Father Halftermeyer la- 
bored among them for only a few brief 
years, they had learned to love him 
both as man and confessor. 


The absolution of the body was pro- 


nounced by Right Rev. John W. Shan- 
ahan, Bishop of the Harrisburg diocese 
after which the members of the parish 
were permitted to take a.last look, 
the familiar face of their pastor. 


Headed by the priests and acolytes, 


the body, borne by twelve members of 
the Conewago Beneficial Society, was 
carried to its last resting place, follow- 
ed by the entire congregation, chant- 
ing psalms on the way to the open 
grave. 


The body was consigned to the grave 


by Rev. Dr. Hassett. 


The remains of Rev. Halftermeyer, 


who died in the Medi-Chi hospital in 
Philadelphia Friday, Oct. 1st, follow- 
ing an operation for appendicitis, were 
brought to the rectory at Conowago on 
Saturday night. Preceding the funeral 
the body was conveyed to the church 
tdifice Monday evening by Rev. Frs. 
Reudter and Howard, of McSherrys- 
town; Huber and League, of Hanover; 
Mahoiiy of Midway, and Shields of 
Conowago, where it lay in state during 
the night under a guard from the Bene- 
ficial Society, until the hour of the fu- 
neral Tuesday morning. 


Rev. 
Halftermeyer was the second 


secular priest of the Conowago parish, 
who succeeded the Jesuits at this fam- 
ous chapel, the original monastry in 
America. 


Rev. Halftermeyer was at Conowago 


but a short time until he had won the 
hearts of the members and children of 
the parish. His influence extended be- 
yond the parish, for the priest made 
many friends in Hanover and McSher- 
rystown. not alone among the followers 
of the Catholic faith, but among Pro- 
testants as well, by many of whom he 
was held in high esteem. 


Father Halftermeyer's Will. 


The will of Rev. Father Eugene 


Halftermeyer was admitted to probate 
last week by Register J. A. Appier. It 
names Rev. Maurice Hassett of Harris- 
Tnirg, and Rev. J. D. Carey as execu- 
tors and makes the following provi- 
sions among others: 


For the erection of a cross at the 


head of his grave in Conowago Chapel 
cemetery, $1000; to provide school 
books for the poor children of Sacred 
Heart Church, Conowago Chapel $1000, 
to be placed at interest; to Catholic 
mission work among the colored peo- 
ple, $500 and his library, the latter to 
be divided among the priests of the 
missions of the south: to the Catholic 
Church Extension Society. $500; to 
Bishop Shanahan, for the benefit of the 
orphan children of the diocese. $500; 
to Rev. Father Carey, a former assist- 
ant, $300; to Fathers George W. Brown 
and John Shields, $100 each: to Frank 
A. Gehring, Harry D. Livelsberger and 
Edgar Sneeringer, to relieve poor fami- 
lies of the parish, $200; to his nephew, 
Octave Reynaud. of Philadelphia, $300 
and all of the personal chattels and ef- 
fects which were not disposed of at 
the time of his death; to each of the 
two daughters of his sister, Augustine 
Steck, (ne residing in Algeria and the 
other in France), for the care of their 
parents, $300; to each of the two chil- 
dren of his deceased brother, Augustus 
Halftermeyer, $300; to Mrs. J. B. Me- 
Intyre of Ashville, N. C., $100; to his 
sexton, John S. Livelsberger, all of his 
livestock, pets and bees; to Madame 
Marie Reynaud and to his sister, Mad- 
ame Madeline Duberne, of France, each 
one-fourth of the residue of his estate; 
balance of the residue to his sister,

CAPT. GEORGE W. SKIXXER, Superin- 


tendent of the Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School at Scotland, Franklin 
county, and well known to many 6f the 
citizens of this county, passed away at 
the school on last Thursday. Kidney 
disease had contributed to a failing 
health but he "was able to discharge 
the duties of his position and was not 
confined to bed until Saturday before 
his death. He was a native of Frank- 
lin county, born in 1846 and was a stu- 
dent at Washington and Jefferson Col- 
lege when he enlisted in the 77th Pa. 
Vols. on Nov. 1, 1862, serving in the 
ranks until July, 1864, when made a 
sergeant, and a first lieutenant in Sep- 
tember, 1864, and captain in August, 
1865. After the surrender of Lee he 
helped to suppress the last remnant of 
Confederates in Texas, being mustered 
out Dec. 2, 1865, as a brevet major. He 
was a seasoned veteran of many bat- 
tles before he was twenty years old. 
Returning to Franklin county he en- 
tered politics and was always an ar- 
dent Democrat and was elected County 
Treasurer for 1868-9. In 1869-70 he 
represented Franklin and Perry coun- 
ties in the State Legislature and dis- 
tinguished himself for his advocacy of 
the Border Raid Claims bill. In 1872 
he removed to Fulton county, engaged 


Tannery, where he lived about 25 "years 
In 1875 and 1876 he was journal clerk 
of the Pa. House of Representatives. 
From 1876 to 1880 he was the editor of 
the "Fulton Democrat." 
Studying law 


he was admitted to the Bar of Frank- 
lin and Fulton counties in 1879 and for 
four terms served Fulton county in the 
State Legislature, 1889-1894, and 1899- 
1900. 
Under President Cleveland he 


was Pension Agent at Pittsburg from 
1893 to 1898 and July 1, 1900 he be- 
came Superintendent of the Scotland 
school which institution he brought to 
the highest efficiency. 
Capt. Skinner 


was a worker in every position occu- 
pied and with his big heart and enthu- 
siasm he made a host of friends. The 
funeral services were held at the 
school on Sunday afternoon and in 
Chambersburg on Monday. He is sur- 
vived by a widow, two sons and two 
daughters. 


Miss IDA JAXE NOEI,. daughter of the 


late John Noel of Abbottstown, died 
Tuesday afternoon, Oct. 5, at the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Maggie Noel, in Ab- 
bottstown.

His religion ought to be of the cheer- 
ful kind, and not long faced sanctimo- 
nious, as many old folks entertain the 
idea of a Superintendent. He should 
be able to crack a good innocent joke 
at the proper time. 
He ought to be

Later he was elected fii>t 
alcalde of the city, an office combining the duties of sheriff, judge of pro- 
bate, recorder, notary public aud coroner. In 1850 Mr. GeaT was elected 
mayor of San Francisco. He was made governor of Kansas in 183G. Win n 
the civil war broke out. having returned to Pennsylvania, h raised a regi- 
ment and was commissioned colonel. In 1802 he was promoted to brigadlei 
general. Almost immediately after he was mustered out he was elected gov 
ernor of Pennsylvania and was re-elected.

a smile and a shake of her head.

with a suspicion of contempt in her 
tone. Te hodatiss iss all.' 


••A native with the whiskers of a 


humble life. They boast that uo family 
in Berks.couuty transforms less than 
fifteen bead e of cabbage into sauerkraut 
every iall^and .some familiM would 
call that Beaaou loat whose last de- 
scend ing sun saw le«8 than one buu- 
rtred cabbage heads converted into 
(sauerkraut for its own nse. 


"Bolacbl//- is a liberal combination

Hut there 
is one iliiug. at least, that isuever 'all.' 
1 hat i* pie. If some thrifty and hearty 
Dutch i-iti/.en should ever ask for pie 
ami word should cooie back to him 
that the pie was 'all' the relations- be- 
tween him and his host would at once 
become strained. 


"Kut 1 found that the necessity for 


asking for pie seldom exists, either at 
tavern or farmhouse. At a Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch inn the waiter doesn't 
disturb your tympanum with :

time and places it before you. Not only 
pie, but a whole pie ; and often

This for supper might not at first 
thought strike a vegetarian as just the 
thing to go to bed with if he had set 
his mind on gentle dalliance with the 
drowsy god, but it isn't so much of an 
aider aud abetter of nightmare as it 
would seem, so 1 was told by those 
who were brought up to dare it. Yet, 
so they said, two good sized dishes of 
it wasn't any too little ior one good 
man to eat, especially if he irrigated 
it, as is somewhat the wont, with a 
tumbler or two of last year's cider. 


"As to pie again, no matter how 


many pies there may be on the table, 
every guest is expected to help him- 
self to each, as bis inclination aud 
capacity permit him. There is always 
enough. 


"I learned about some more pleasing 


Pennsylvania Dutch things while 1 
was in Berks county. Schmierkase 
has ail seasons for its own with them, 
but it is only in the fall that sauer- 
kraut and lodwaerrick get their work 
in. In the fall, too, iiietzelsup is on 
the circuit, and many rise up aud 
clutch it. Then, likewis do rolachi/.z 
and pahnhoss make popular appeal. 


"Lodwaerrick is apples and cider 


6oiled together until there is no more 
cider left and the apples have become 
a savory pulp the color of a mahogany 
bureau. Iu English the result is call- 
ed apple butter. Your grocer sells you 
what bears the brand of apple butter. 
Maybe that's what it is, but you will 
never think so agaiu after eating lod- 
waerrick. 


"Kvery well regulated Pennsylvania 


Dutch farmer kills at least two fat pigs 
each fall for his own family use. 
The 


butchering is a great affairaud a neigh- 
bor here aud there will join iu ana 
help. When the hogs are killed, dress- 
ed aud cut up certain portions are laid 
aside for those who helped iu the kill- 
ing aud for gifts to poor widows in the 
neighborhood. This is distributed 
with a liberal hand aud is called the 
metzelsup. The farmer who forgets 
the met/el sup is looked upon as ou« 
for whom perdition yaws. 


"Jf there is a family iu Berks county 


that doesn't put down its barrel of 
sauerkraut iu the fall then that family 
must have just moved in from some 
distant part of the country. Every one 
of the Pennsylvania Dutch counties 
makes great <)uautities of sauerkraut 
every fall, but Berks county claims to 
put down as much as any three of the 
others.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing amendments 
to 
sections 


eight and twenty-one of article four, 
sections eleven and twelve of arti- 
cle five, sections two, three, and four 
teen of article eight, section one of 
article twelve, and sections two and 
seven of article fourteen, of the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania, and pro- 
viding a schedule for carrying the 
amendments into effect. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing are proposed as amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
cf Pennsylvania, in accordance with 
the provisions of the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof:— 


Amendment One—To Article Four, 


Section Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight of ar- 


ticle four of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania which reads as follows:— 


He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth, and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session; he shall 
have power to fill, any vacancy that 
may happen, during the recess of the 
Senate, in the office of Auditor Gen- 
eral, State Treasurer, Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which 
he is or may be authorized to fill; if 
the vacancy shall happen during the 
session of the Senate, the Governor 
shall nominate to the Senate, before 
their final adjournment, a proper per- 
son to fill said vacancy; but in any 
such case of vacancy, in an elective of- 
fice, a person shall be chosen to said 
office at the next general election, un- 
less the vacancy shall happen within 
three calendar months immediately 
preceding such election, in which case 
the election for said office shall be held 
at the second succeeding general elec- 
tion. In acting on executive nomina- 
tions the Senate shall sit with open 
doors, and, in confirming or rejecting 
the nominations of the Governor, the 
vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, 
and shall be entered on the journal,' 
so as to read as follows:— 


He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a. Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, 
during the recess of the Senate, by 
granting commissions which shall ex- 
pire at the end of their next session; 
he shall have power to fill any vacan- 
cy that may happen, during the recess 
of the Senate, in the office of Auditor 
General, State Treasurer, Secretary of 
Internal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in a judicial office. 
or in any other elective office which he 
is or may be authorized to fill; if the 
vacancy shall happen during the ses- 
sion of the Senate, the Governor shall 
nominate to the Senate, before their 
final adjournment, a proper person to 
nil said vacancy; but in any such case 
of vacancy, in an elective office, a per- 
son shall be chosen to said office on the 
next election day appropriate to such 
office, according to the provisions of 
this Constitution, unless the vacancy 
shall happen within two calendar 
months immediately preceding such 
election day, in which case the elec- 
tion for said office shall be held on the 
second succeeding election day appro- 
priate to such office. In acting on ex- 
ecutive nominations the Senate shall 
sit with open doors, and, in confirming 
or rejecting the nominations of the 
Governor, the vote shall be taken by 
yeas and nays, and shall be entered on 
the journal. 
Amendment Two—To Article Four, 


Section Twenty-one. 


Section 3. Amend section twenty-one 


of article four, which reads as follows: 


"The term of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs shall be four years; of the 
Auditor General three years; and of the 
State Treasurer two years. These of- 
ficers shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors of the State at general elec- 
tions. No person elected to the office 
of Auditor General or State Treasurer 
thall be capable of holding the same 
office for two consecutive terms," so as 
to read:— 


The terms of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs, the Auditor General, and 
the State Treasurer shall each be four 
years: and they shall be chosen by the 
qualified electors of the State at gener- 
al elections: but a State Treasurer, 
elected in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and nine, shall serve for three 
years, and his successors shall be elect- 
ed at the general election in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve 
and in every fourth year thereafter. 
No person elected to the office of Audi- 
tor General or State Treasurer shall be 
capable of holding the same office, for 
two consecutive terms. 
Amendment Three—To Article Five, 


Section Eleven. 


Section 4. Amend section eleven of 


article five, which reads as follows:— 
"Except as otherwise provided In this 
Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs and town- 
ships at the time of the election of con- 
stables, by the qualified electors there- 
of, in such manner as shall be directed 
by law, and shall be commissioned hy 
the Governor for a t»>rm o* flv» v«nr*. 
No township, ward, district or borough 


elect met* tbaa two justice* of 


the peace or aldermen without the con- 
sent of a majority of the qualified ele<* 
tors within such township, ward or 
borough; no person shall be elected to 
such office unless he shall have resided 
within the township, borough, ward or 
district for one year next preceding 
his election. In cities containing over 
fifty thousand inhabitants, not more 
than one alderman shall be elected in 
each ward or district," so as to read:— 


Except as otherwise provided in this 


Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs or town- 
ships, by the qualified electors thereof, 
at the municipal election, in such man- 
ner as shall be directed by law, and 
shall be commissioned by the Governor 
for a term of six years. No township, 
ward, district or borough shall elect 
more than two justices of the peace or 
aldermen without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors within 
such township, ward or borough; no 
person shall be elected to such office 
unless he shall have resided within the 
township, borough, ward or district for 
one year next preceding his election. 
In cities containing over fifty thousand 
inhabitants, not more than one alder- 
man shall be elected in each ward or 
district. 
Amendment Four—To Article Five, 


Section Twelve. 


Section 5. Amend section twelve of 


article five of the Constitution, which 
reads as follows:— 


"In Philadelphia there shall be es 


tabllshed, for each thirty thousand in- 
habitants, one court, not of record, of 
police and civil causes, with jurisdic- 
tion not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars; such courts shall be held by mag- 
istrates whose term of office shall be 
five years and they shall be elected on 
general ticket by the qualified voters 
at large; and in the election of the 
said magistrates no voter shall vote 
for more than two-thirds of the num- 
ber of persons to be elected when more 
than one are to be chosen; they shall be 
compensated only by fixed salaries, to 
be paid by said county; and shall exer- 
cise such jurisdiction, civil and crimi 
ual, except as herein provided, as is 
now exercised by aldermen, subject to 
such changes, not involving an in- 
crease of civil jurisdiction or confer- 
ring political duties, as may be made 
by law. In Philadelphia the office of 
alderman is abolished," so as to read 
as follows:— 


In Philadelphia there shall be estab- 


lished, for each thirty thousand inhab- 
itants, one court, not of record, of po- 
lice and civil causes, with jurisdiction 
not exceeding one hundred dollars; 
such courts shall be held by magi- 
strates whose term of office shall be six 
years, and they shall be elected on gen- 
eral ticket at the municipal election, 
by the qualified voters at large; and in 
the election of the said magistrates no 
voter shall vote for more than two- 
thirds of the number of persons to be 
elected when more than one are to be 
chosen; they shall be compensated 
only by fixed salaries, to be paid by 
said county; and shall exercise such 
jurisdiction, civil and criminal, except 
as herein provided, as is now exercised 
by aldermen, subject to such changes, 
not involving an increase of civil juris- 
diction or conferring political duties, 
as may be made by law. In Philadel- 
phia the office of alderman is abolished 
Amendment Five—To Article Eight, 


Section Two. 


Section 6. Amend section two of ar- 


ticle eight, which reads as follows:— 


"The general election shall be held 


annually on the Tuesday next follow- 
ing the first Monday of November, but 
the General Assembly may by law fix 
a different day, two-thirds of all the 
members of each House consenting 
thereto," so as to read:— 


The general election shall be held bi- 


ennially on the Tuesday next follow- 
ing the first Monday of November in 
each even-numbered year, but the Gen- 
eral Assembly may by law fix a differ- 
ent day, two-thirds of all the members 
of each House consenting thereto: Pro- 
vided, That such election shall always 
be held in an even-numbered year. 


Amendment Six—To Article Eight, 


Section Three. 


Section 7. Amend section three of ar- 


ticle eight, which reads as follows:— 


"All elections for city, ward, bor- 


ough and township officers, for regular 
terms of service, shall be held on the 
third Tuesday of February," so as to 
read:— 


All judges elected by the electors of 


the State at large may be elected at 
either a general or municipal election, 
as circumstances may require. All elec- 
tions for judges of the courts for the 
several judicial districts, and for coun- 
ty, city, ward, borough, and township 
officers for regular terms of service, 
shall be held on the municipal election 
day; namely, the Tuesday next follow- 
ing the first Monday of November in 
each odd-numbered year, but the Gen- 
eral Assembly may by law fix a differ- 
ent day, two-thirds of all the members 
of each House consenting thereto: Pro- 
vided, That such election shall always 
be held in an odd-numbered year.

Section 8. Amend section fourteen of

shall be chosen annually by the citi- 
zens. Each elector shall have the right 
to vote for the judge and one inspector, 
and each inspector shall appoint one 
clerk. The first election board for any 
new district shall be selected, and va- 
cancies in election boards filled, as 
shall be provided by law. Election offi- 
cers shall be privileged from arrest up- 
on days of election, and while engaged 
inmakingup and transmitting returns, 
except upon warrant of a court of record 
or judge thereof, for an election fraud, 
for felony, or for wanton breach of the 
peace. In cities they may claim ex- 
emption from jury duty during their 
terms of service," so as to read:— 


District election boards shall consist 


of a judge and two inspectors, who 
shall be chosen biennially, by the citi- 
zens at the municipal election; but the 
General Assembly may require said 
boards to be appointed in such man- 
ner as it may by law provide. Laws 
regulating the appointment of said 
boards may be enacted to apply to 
cities only: Provided, That such laws 
be uniform for cities of the same class. 
Each elector shall have the right to 
vote for the judge and one inspector. 


and each inspector shall appoint one 
clerk. The first election board for any 
new district shall be selected, and va- 
cancies in election boards filled, as 
shall be provided by law. Election of- 
ficers- shall be privileged from arrest 
upon days of election, and while en- 
gaged iu making up and transmitting 
retuins, except upon warrant of a 
court of record, or judge thereof, for 
an election fraud, for felony, or for 
wanton breach of the peace. In cities 
they may claim exemption from jury 
duty during their terms of service. 
Amendment Eight—To Article Twelve, 


Section One. 


Section 9. Amend section one. article 


twelve, which reads as follows: — 


"All 
officers, whose selection is not 


provided for in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may be di- 
rected by law," so as to read:— 


All officers, whose selection is not 


provided for in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may be di- 
rected by law: Provided, That elec- 
tions of State officers shall be held on 
a general election day, and elections of 
local officers shall be held on a munici- 
pal election day, except when, in either 
case, special elections may be required 
to fill unexpired terms. 
Amendment Nine—To Article Four- 


teen, Section Two. 


Section 10. Amend section two of ar- 


ticle fourteen, which reads as follows:— 


"County officers shall be elected at 


the general elections and shall hold 
their offices for the term of three years 
beginning on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary next after their election, and un- 
til their successors shall be duly quali- 
fied; all vacancies not otherwise pro- 
vided for, shall be filled in such man- 
ner as may be provided by law," so as 
to read:— 


County officers shall be elected at the 


municipal elections and shall hold 
their offices for the term of four years, 
beginning on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary next after their election, and un- 
til their successors shall be duly quali- 
fied; all vacancies not otherwise pro- 
vided for, shall be filled in such man- 
ner as may be provided by law. 
Amendment Ten—To Article Fourteen, 


Section Seven. 


Section 11. Amend section seven, ar- 


ticle fourteen, which reads as follows: 


"Three county commissioners and 


three county auditors shall be elected 
in each county where such officers are 
chosen, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five and every 
third year thereafter; and in the elec- 
tion of said officers each qualified elec- 
tor sha}I vote for no more than two 
persons, and the three persons having 
the highest number of votes shall be 
elected; any casual vacancy in the of- 
fice of county commissioner or county 
auditor shall be filled, by the court of 
common pleas of the county in which 
such vacancy shall occur, by the ap- 
pointment of an elector of the proper 
county who shall have voted for the 
commissioner or auditor whose place 
is to be filled," so as to read:—• 


Three county commissioners and 


three county auditors shall be elected 
in each county where such officers are 
chosen, in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven and every fourth 
year thereafter; and in the election 
of said officers each qualified elector 
shall vote for no more than two per- 
sons, and the three persons having the 
highest number of votes shall be elect- 
ed; any casual vacancy in the office of 
county commissioner or county audi- 
tor shall be filled by the court of com- 
mon pleas of the county in which such 
vacancy shall occur, by the appoint- 
ment of an elector of the proper coun- 
ty who shall have voted for the com- 
missioner or auditor whose place is to 
be filled. 


Schedule for the Amendments. 


Section 12. That no inconvenience 


may arise from the changes in the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth, and in 
order to carry the same into complete 
operation, it is hereby declared that—• 


In the case of officers elected by the 


people, all terms of office fixed by act 
of Assembly at an odd number of years 
shall each be lengthened one year, but 
the Legislature may change the length 
of the term, provided the terms for 
which such officers are elected shall al- 
ways be for an even number of years. 


The above extension of official terms 


shall not affect officers elected at the 
general election of one thousand nine 
hundred and eight; nor any city, ward, 
borough, township, or election division 
officers, whose terms of office, under ex- 
isting law, end in the year one thou- 
sand nine hundred and ten. 


In the year one thousand nine hun- 


dred and ten the municipal election 
shall be held on the third Tuesday of 
February, as heretofore; but all offi- 
cers chosen at that election to an of- 
fice the regular term of which is two 
years, and also all election officers and j 
assessors chosen at that election, shall i 
serve until the first Monday of Decetn-1 
ber in the year one thousand nine bun-' 
dred and eleven. All officers chosen at 
that election to offices the term of 
which is now four years, or is made 
four years by the operation of these 
amendments or this schedule, shall 
serve until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirteen. 
All justices of the 


peace, 
magistrates, 
and 
aldermen, 


chosen at that election, shall serve un- 
til the first Monday of December in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and 
fifteen. After the year nineteen hun- 
dred and ten. and until the Legisla-! 
ture shall otherwise provide, all terms 
of city, ward, borough, township, and 
election division officers shall begin on 
the first Monday of December in an 
odd-numbered year. 


All city. ward, borough, and town- 


ship officers holding office at the date 
of the approval of these amendments, 
whose terms of office may end in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, shall continue to hold their of- 
fices until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber of that year. 


All judges of the courts for the sev- 


eral Judicial districts, and also all 
county officers, holding office at the 
date of the approval of these amend- 
ments, whose terms of office may end 
in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred und eleven, shall continue to hold 
their offices until the first Monday of 
January, one thousand nine hundred 
and twelve.

Sounds Alarm to Voters. 


POINTS OUT STARTLING DANGER 


City Gangsters Could Manipulate Elec- 


tion Results, Through Corrupt Elec- 
tion Officers, If the Seventh Amend- 
ment Is Adopted. 


Defeat of amendment No. 7. of the 


series of constitutional amendments 
on which the people of Pennsylvania 
are to vote this fall, has been called 
for by the Pittsburg Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


It is the fear of the Chamber of 


Commerce that amendment Nq> 7 will 
allow political schemers to gain con- 
trol of city election boards for crooked 
purposes. 
Should 
this 
particular 


amendment be adopted, it would open 
the way for the naming of such boards 
in the < ity by appointment instead of 
by election. That change undoubtedly 
would serve to make election boards 
more corrupt and to multiply ballot 
frauds. 


In a public statement the directors 


of tb» Chamber of Commerce say: 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Pittsburg would 
respectfully call attention to the fol- 
lowing matter of vital importance to 
the citizens of Pennsylvania, and one 
worthy of the most careful consider- 
ation and action by the electors of the 
state: 


By joint resolution of the senate and 
house of general assembly of- Pennsyl- 
vania, passed at the session Ot" 1907. a 
number of amendments were proposed 
to the present constitution of this 
state. Among them are the following:

SUPREME COURT 


Northern Part of the State and Im- 


portant Industrie! Unrepresented. 
The geographical inequality iu the 


appoitioiiment of the state on the 
bench of the supreme' court of Penn- 
sylvania is beginning to attract nolle-'1 
and challenge comment. 
There are 


seven justice*, including the chief jus- 
tice, on thtr bench. Of these two hve 
in Philadelphia, one in Lancaster. ' a? 
in Franklin, one in Fayette. oii<-- in 
Allegheny, and one in Indiana couritv. 
All the counties represented on the 
supreme bench, therefore, are ou the 
southern boundary line of the 3tatft 
except 
Allegheny and Indiana, and 


they are separated from the Hue by 
nartow stripe, one little more than the 
width of one countv and The other 
v»v 


the width of two counties, Westmore- 
land and Fayette. 


Every county can't have a justice 


of the supreme court, but each group 
representating distinctive 
industrial 


life might. For example. PhiladelpMa 
is the commercial center and Alle- 
gheny county the manufacturing se«-- 
tion. There are commerce and manu- 
factures in other counties, but those 
two represent those elements essen- 
tially. 
Fayette 
county shares with 


Pittshurg in eminence as a soft coal 
region, and Franklin and Lancaster 
may be classed as agricultural sec 
tions. But there is the anthracite coal 
region, the oil industry, the lumber in- 
dustry, tbe gas producing sections and 
1he vast proportion of the agriculture 
of the state unrepresented ou the 
bench of the court of last resort. 


Probably less than half a dozen 


lawyers In Philadelphia would kno\v 
anything about the legal principles in- 
volved in litigation concerning anthra- 
cite coal measures, disputes about the 
measurements of timber or question? 
concerning natural gas. Lawyers, like 
physicians and educators, have be- 
come specialists, and a man w'ao may 
be a master of corporation law has a 
very imperfect conception of the legal 
questions involved in a cause respect- 
ing the title to land or the intricacies 
of a dispute over a transaction in tim- 
ber. 
It is not surprising, therefore, 


that the friends of C. LaRue Munson 
are giving some attention to this ques- 
tion. He is not only an able lawyer, 
but one of the all-around kind. 


A line drawn from the center of the 


state east to the center west would 
cut through Northampton, Carbon. 
Schuylkill. Northumberland, Snyder. 
Centre, Clearfleld. Indiana, Armstrong 
and Butler, running the line between 
Beaver and Lawrence. The greater 
part of Northampton would be south 
of the line and most of Carbon north 
Only small slices of Schuylkill and 
Snyder would be north, while most of 
Centre and Clearfield would be on that 
side of the line. A very narrow strin 
of Indiana would be on the upper side 
of the line and Armstrong and Butler 
would be cut in the middle. There 
would be twenty-nine counties south 
of the line, t .venty-elght counties north 
and ten mutilated. 


It is hardly a "square deal" to give 


the twenty-nine counties south of the 
line seven justices of the supreme 
court out of a possible seven. In other 
words it is hardly fair to give counties 
on one side of the line all and those on 
the other none when they are so near- 
ly equal in number. In any event it 
is not fair to give Philadelphia three 
out of the seven judges. The Pennsyl- 
vania metropolis is a great city, but 
doesn't measure up to such propor- 
tions as entitle her to that preponder- 
ance in influence. If that city had put 
forward one of her greatest lawyer? 
if she had named a man of the experi- 
ence and standing of Justice Mitchell, 
who is about to retire, It might be 
dif- 


ferent. 


But 
the 
Philadelphia candidate 


doesn't enjoy that distinction. He ha^ 
bad compar«tivelv little experience at 
the bar. He served as assistant dis- 
trict attorney during one administra- 
tion and part of another, and during 
his incumbency of that office the mis- 
carriage of justice which resulted in 
the acquittal of Samuel Salter. a self- 
confessed hr.llot box stuffer, occurred.
